2.  I  was  not  willing  to  dilbblige  you  *v  for  I  feared,  in  lome  heat,  upon 
the  reading  of  your  Book  I  might  be  lb  far  tranfported  ,  to  give  Words 
that  I  might  find  caufe  to  repent  of •  for  I  am  a  Man  fubjeft  to  like 
Paflions  as  you. are.  Yet  (whatever  Mifapprehenlions  you  may  have  of 
me)  I  have  a  greater  Relpeft  for  your  Self,  and  another  angry  Man  that 
fpits  Fire  againft  Diffenters,  than  I  doubt  I  can  make  you  believe.  And 
it  was  your  tart  Cenfures  and  Refie&ions  upon  Diffenters ,  that  extorted 
from  me  fome  Expreffions.  that  you  may  think  are  not  friendly.

In  this  I  hope  I  fhall  treat  you  with  all  the  Civility  that  is  meet  for 
your  Chara&er,  ( tho’  there  are  many  Provocations ; )  and  fome  Epithets 
in  my  former,  Lfc.  I  wifh  were  expunged.  And  I  was  really  concerned, 
loon  after  it  was  out  of  my  Hands,  becaufe  having  occafion  to  go  to 
Manchefter ,  I  there  inDifcourfe  heard  a  very  Learned  and  Judicious 
Man,  no  Diffenter,  commend  a  Sermon  you  had  Preached  there.  So  I 
was  troubled,  left  any  thing  in  my  latter  fhould  be  an  Occafion  of  lef- 
fening  your  Reputation ,  and  fo  be  a  Prejudice  to  your  Miniftry. 

But  after  I  underflood ,  That  others  lels  Judicious  were  offended  at 
your  Sermon  ,  becaufe ,  they  laid ,  it  wa^  like  a  Presbyterian  Sermon . 
‘Thefe  were  the  High  Tories  and  Jacobites ,  who  called  you  Taylor  Upon 
Titus .

Hilderfham  and  fejjf  Bee ,  and  17,  for  ought  I 
know,  Worthy  Men  gave  me  the  Occafion  to  refteX  on  W.C  in  Vindica¬ 
tion,  not  only  of  Dilfenters,  but  the  C  of  E.  Lev. p.  18,15?.  and  you  have 
done  it  in  with  a  Witnels  in  this  Letter  to  Mr.  Lendl ebury ,  in  Words  at 
length,  and  not  in  Figures.  Whereas  I  did  but  put  two  Letters,  which 
could  not  affect  him  much  farther ,  than  where  he  was  known ,  or  the 
Places  where  he  aXed  his  Villanies. 

3.  I  did  it  in  Faithfulnels :  To  intimate  to  the  Reverend  B.  of  C.  for 
future  Caution  *,  for  I  heard  a  Diffenter  lay,  he  had  font  the  B.  Word  by 
a  Rev.  Divine ,  That  it  watt  not  for  his  Honour ,  to  permit  fuch  a  one 
as  W.  C.  in  a  Place ,  which  he  fuppofed ,  was  in  his  Own  Gift .

But  for  the  Living,  you  are  very  free  of  your  Blows,  and  are  prepared 
for  more. 

But 
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But  had  you  not  need,  toconfider  well  before-hand,  Whether -it  bp 
lawful  or  convenient  for  your  felftomaftFirebrands,  left  fome  ihouldiajl 
upon  your  own  Houfe  or  Li  e  ad ^  and  you  not  be  able  to  quench  it.  Yet  it 
you  have  a  Mind  of  Bi Uingfgate-Stujf^  let  me  as  a  Friend  advife  you, 
not  to  be  too  rafh,  but  look  to  it  *,  that  it  he  for  the  Honour  or  God ,  and 
the  Service  of  the  Church,  and  your  own  Reputation  •,  and  that  it  be 
true.*  and  wellattefted •  remembring ,  your  own ,  and  every  other  Man:s 
Name  and  Reputation  is  an  another  Man’s:Hand  and  Power.

Fr.  for  you  lay,  My  Friend  either  could  not  find  one  place  in  all 
my  Book)  to  fix  the  Charge  on,\  or  elfie  he  found  it  Jo  fully  proved ,  that 
he  fiaw  it  neceffary  to  connive  at  it.  And  you  farther  fay,  Tou  own 
DiJJenting  Minifters  were  Tools  of  Popery.  And  this  wets  all  I  charged 

them  with)  upon  this  Head  of  Popery.  Pag.  5. 

Mr.  T.  you  are  in  fo  much  hafte,  that  you  have  overlooked  or  forgot¬ 
ten  your  Charge  •,  therefore  I  lhall  take  leave,  ( left  I  fllould  be  thought 
to  bear  falfe  Witnefsagainft  you)  to  fliew  you ,  This  was  not  all  you 
charged  them  withal.

Befides ,  you  may  add  if  you  will ,  R.  Rev.  and  Rev.  Carejfes  and 
Speeches  at  Chefter ,  and  the  Clergy  meeting  him  alfo.  And  whole  Tools 
were  they  ?  J  am  afhamed  to  name  thele  things.,  but  you  extort  them.

Now  how  Ihould  Dijfenters  pleale  lome  Fools  ?  One  while  they  are 
the  Papijls  Tools,  for  their  Dilloyalty  •  and  in  the  next  Breath,  thev  are 
Tools  for  their  Loyalty.

Pr ay.)  And  what  is  here  to  be  Blamed,  or  what  was  here  done  tending 
to  Popery  ?  Now  what  lay  you  now  ? 

1.  You  blame  their  Prayers,  becaufe  they  were  upon  a  Suppolition  * 
and  would  juftify  Papifls  Prayers  to -Saints. 

2.  You  charge  me  with  milfeprefenting  your  Words,  and  with  Fabu¬ 
lous  Stories.  5 


Ob /.  You  lay.  If  the  Suppofition  be  falfe0  tbe  XVorfhip  k  Stipe rfliti on. 
And  by  afferting  this,  lam  a  friend  to  Quakers and  Papifts,  if  a  Suppo¬ 
fltion  be  the  Ground  of  Devotion.  For  Papifls  pay  Adoration  to  the  Sa¬ 
crament  of  the  Altar  jo h  the  belief  that  Chrift  is  pe? finally  there  *  and  they 
Pray  to  Saints  and  Angels  .on Juppofti on  they  can  hear.  Lett,  to  Apoil  .p.6. 
With  feveral  impertinent  Reflections,  nothing  to  the  Argument. 

Sol.  To  this  I  lay:  i.  Mr.  J.  and  the  reft  did  not  make  a  Suppo¬ 
fltion  of  it  *  for  they  did  verily  believe  that  D .  was  a  Demoniack  *  and 
thought  there  were  the  lame  Symptoms  with  lome  Demoniack  in  the 
Golpel,which  (I  remember  not  that)  you  have  offered  any  thing  againft. 

B  2.  But 
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2.  But  becaufel  faid,  they  Pray'd  on  that  Suppofition,  that  Dugd.  was 
a  Demoniack,  they  were  not  to  be  blamed  therefore.  I  anlwer,  lnat  a 
Worfhip  upon  a  Suppofition ,  is  not  Superflit  ion.  For  their  Prayers  were 

not  Superftition  :  Becaufe ,  , .  _  _  *  •  u  vr 

1.  Their  Prayers  for  Dugd.  were  to  a  lawful  Object,  God,  in  the  Name 

of  Chrift-,  and  not  like  the  Papifts  Adoration  of  the  Sacrament. 

Now  here  fome  Fanatick  would  fall  upon  you  ,  and  lay,  W  hetnur 
is  more  excufable ,  he  that  adores  the  Sacrament  of  the  Altar,  that  be¬ 
lieves  Chrift  is  there  Perlonally,^ A  or  he  that  adores  the  Altar,  or  beiore 
it,  when  Chrift  is  not  there,  either  Perfonally  or  Reprefentatively.  Un  e  s 
they  fuppofe  him  there,  when  there  is  no  reafon  to  believe  it,  this  in¬ 
deed  is  Superftition  with  a  W itnefs.  a  „ 

2.  Di  (Tenters  Prayers  were  not  only  to  a  Lawful  Object,  but  ior  a 

Lawful  thing  •,  that  God  would  releafe  an  afflifted  Man,  and  one  they 
thought  a  Demoniack,  from  the  power  of  Satan.  And  that  their  Prayers 

were  not  Superftition  upon  this  Suppofition ,  may  appear  a  y  ? 
fiances  *,  as,  fuppofe  you  be  abfent  from  your  W ife  and  Children,  1  hope 
you  Pray  for  them  when  atadiftance,  fuppofingand  believing  them  to 
be  alive :  but  it's  pofiible  at  the  fame  time  fome  of  them  may  be  dead, 
and  you  know  it  not.  Will  this  Suppofition,  which  is  not  then  true, 

make  your  Prayers  Superftition  ?  , 

K.  Ch.  II.  was  Pray’d  for  publickly  after  he  was  Dead,  for  it  could  no 
be  known  at  this  diftance.  Were  your  Publick  Prayers  then  for  him, 

Superftition?  TTr  ,  i 

Obi.  2.  You  charge  me  with  mifreprefenting  your  Words  and  fa¬ 
bulous  Stories,  Tag.  5.  becaufe  I  had  laid,  That  you  deny ,  that  a  Nat u 
ral  or  Treter natural Diflemper  can  be  attended  with  a  Devil  \  and  that 
it  wets  no  good  Argument  to  prove  that  Dick  s  wets  no  PojjejJtonfiecauJe  a 
Diflemper.  Lev.  Pag.  7,  8. 

Sol.  1.  I  did  notfay  thefe  particular  Words  were  yours.  But  111  tell  you 
why  I  iudg'd  the  Argument  to  be  yours :  1.  From  P.22,  of  Sur.  Imp.  to 
P.28,  you  go  about  to  prove  Dugd.9  s  Fits  to  be  a  Cheat ,  or  that  there 
wets  nothing  in  his  Fits,  but  what  wets  (Natural.  Doth  it  not  hence  follow, 
that  here  was  no  Devil  ?  Which  to  prove,  you  fetch  in  the  Authority 
of  Dr.  Willis,  Ratcliffs  and  Buckley.  Ratcliff  faith  ,  Pag.  30.  Thefe 
ftrange  Geflures  and  Aid  ions  were  not  Diabolical ,  but  Preternatural. 
Whence  you  draw  this  Conclufion  •,  Tou  fee  by  the  help  of  my  good 
Friends ,  I  may  hope  to  parallel  the  Surey  Gambols,  and  fat isfy  all  un- 
biafs’d  Perfons  •  from  the  Symptoms  that  attend  Convuljive  Diflemper s 4 
of  what  ?  That  for  any  Feats  Jhewn  by  Dick,  there  wets  no  necejfityfor , 
and  therefore  no  reafon  to  admit  the  prefence  tf/°Rich.  Ludicrous  Daemon, 
to  Play  the  Merry-Andrew.  Sur.  Imp.  Pag.  31.  ^  . 

Now  this  was  either  to  prove  from  thefe  Mediums  ,  that  it 

was 
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was  a  Cheat,  or  Natural  Diftemper,  and  therefore  no  Damon  \  or  it 
was  not. 

1.  If  it  was  not,  to  what  end  was  it  produced?  and  what  fignifies 
your  Authorities  ?  For  I  have  told  you,  it  might  be  a  Cheat  and  Com¬ 
bination,  and  yet  a  Damon ;  as  in  the  Cafe  of  Anemia*  and  Sapphira  ^ 
and  be  lure  there  was  a  Diftemper,  as  in  thofe  Demoniacks  in  Mat,  1 7. 
and  Mark  9,  And  if  this  was  all  you  intended  to  prove,  why  do  you 
lay  fuch  heavy  Charges  againft  the  Diffenters ,  for  believing  here  was 
a  Damon  *  which  you  fay,  but  donor  yet  prove,  is  an  Impofture,  and 
not  to  be  believed  to  be  a  Damon  *,  but  a  wild.  Story. 

2.  If  it  was  to  prove  that  there  was  no  Damon ,  which  your  Words 
above  feem  to  imply,  then  my  Charge  is  not  unjuft. 

And  if  your  Wbal/ey-Sermon  advance  the  quite  contrary  Opinion,  as 
you  fay,  Lett,  p.  5.  which  contrary  Opinion  is,  if  I  miftake  not.  That 
becaufe  a  Diftemper^  therefore  attended  with  a.  Devi  l  \  and  that  you  affirm , 
that  Natural  and  Preternatural  Diftemper  s  may  be  attended  with  a  Devil, 
And  if  this  be  lo,  you  quite  give  up  the  Caufe.  And  why  here  might  not 
be  a  Damon ,  (for  you  have  no  other  Argument  I  can  find)  I  yet 
underftand  not  from  you. 

Thus  you  kindly  gratify  the  Diffenters  \  and  with  the  leave  of  your 
Conceffion ,  they  may  (if  they  pleafe)  ftill  believe  a  S/zr^y-Demoniack  ; 
only  you  feverely  treat  them  about  Matters  of  Faff,  and  the  manner  of 
their  Management  of  the  Affair.  And  indeed,  if  you  had  in  the  Spi  ri  t 
of  Meeknefs ,  blamed  them  for  it,  and  admonifhed  them  as  rniftaken  Bre¬ 
thren  *,  ( tho’  you  be  not  their  Diocefan  -J  and  not  Heftored ,  and 
treated  them  with  lo  much  Scorn  and  Difdain,  to  render  them  and  their 
Party  contemptible,  I  would  not  have  blamed  you.  But,  I  admonifh^ 
I  admonifh ,  I  admonifh  *,  and  then  immediately ,  Take  them  Derick  j 
I  like  not.  Meeknefs  and  Forbearance,  is  better  than  a  Word  and  a 
Blow.  The  Apoftles Canon  is  better.  Gal,  6,1,

Nor  of  Superftitioii. 

HAVING  vindicated  Dijfenters  from  your  Charge  of  Errours 
tending  to  Popery ,  I  proceed  farther  to  vindicate  them  from 
your  Charge  of  Superjtition  ^  which  was  undertaken  ,  Lev, 
Pag.  10,  n. 

Now  you  fay  I  impute  to  you  ,  The  charging  Diffenters  with 

B  2  Super- 
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Superftition,  but  produce  not  fo  much  cut  one  Place  in  all  your  Book ,  to 
Prove  this  Charge.  Lett.  pag.  6 .  To  this  ,  Mr.  "Taylor  ,  hear  my 
Defence.  ' 

i.  I  did, in  the  Lev.  p.  to.  give  you  part  of  the  Words  where  you  charge 
them  with  Superftition,  in  different  Charafters  •,  and,  but  that  I  grudge 
the  toil  of  tranfcribing  your  Sayings,  I  might  have  added  more. 

But  now  I  will  let  the  World  have  it.  In  your  Preface ,  p.  r.  This  Trade 
which  you  have  learned  from  the  Papift.s,  wct$  defigned  to  enfnare  honefl 
and  well-meaning,  hut  eafy  People  \  (  here  you  judge  Hearts  )  for  fime 
neither  you  nor  they  can  jujh'fy  by  Arguments ,  (here  is  their  Ignorance) 
your  Super  fit  ions,  (here  is  the  prefent  Charge)  andDivifions  from  the 
Eftablijhed  Church ,  (  here  is  the  next  Charge)  you  voere  forced  to  fly  to 
little  Shifts  and  Tricks,  that  by  working  on  weak  Peoples  Fancies,  you 
might  win  thofe  to  your  Parly  by  Craft  and  Wiles,  (  here’s  another 
Charge)  which  you  could  not  by  Reafon  and  Religion . 

Now  let  any  impartial  Man  judge,  whether  I,  or  you,  my  unfriendly 
Friend,  are  to  be  blamed.  Is  there  no  Word  in  all  your  Book ,  nor  one 
Place  to  prove  the  Charge  ? 

I  think  you  are  -  too  young  to  need  Speftacles,  elfe  I  could  very  well 
afford  to  buy  a  pair,  to  read  your  own  Book  *,  provided  I  might  be  laved 
the  trouble  of  Tranfcribing.  But  at  laft ,  you  honeftly  confefs  the 
Charge,  Lett.  p.  6.  but  with  fbme  unmannerly  Rhetorick,  which  is  no 
Logick. 

But  you  have  a  High  Charge  again#  me  ,  Pag .  <5.  which  I  muft  not 
over- run  *,  and  it’s  no  lefs  than  B  L  ASP  HE  MT. 

I  perceive  I  muft  be  at  the  drudgery  of  tranfcribing  again,or  elfe  you 
will  lay,  I  produce  not  one  place  in  your  Book,  to  Prove  this  •,  and  then 
they  that  read  your  Book,  and  not  mine,  will  fay  I  belye  you.  Now  your 
Charge  is  this. 

I  muft  rank  him  either  among ft  the  Clafs  of  Ignoramus's,  or  I  muft 
make  him  to  Blafpheme  CHRIST:  Lett.  p.  6. 

Really  Mr.  T.  I  will  give  you  leave  to  call  me  an  Ignoramus  a  thou- 
fand  times ,  rather  than  to  Blafpheme  Chrift  •,  tho’  I  fhould  hear  of  it 
out  of  Pulpits  and  Coffee-Houles ,  Cfc.  as  once  befel  a  Jury,  becaufe. 
out  of  Compliment  to  their  Super iours,  they  would  not  find  innocent 
Perfons  guilty,  were  called  Ignoramus  s.  And.  to* make  me  Blafpeme,  you 
never  fhall  •,  I  hope  I  fhould  rather  fuffer  my  Tongue  to  be  pull'd  out  of 
my  Mouth.  But  I  fuppofe  you  mean,  you  will  prove  me  a  Balfphemer. 
And  if  that  be  it,  put  in  your  Charge,  and  I  will  anfwer. 

And  lefs.  put  it  to  an  impartial  jury.  Q  Yes!  hear  the  Endift- 

mefik 

If  the  Greek  Word  J'u<nJbaucviu  fgnify  wholly,  ax  he  faith,  ^  Fearing 
of  Damons ,  or  Worjhipping  of  Devils  CHRIST  himfelf  being 

called 
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called  Jyj.uoviov^  A£ls  17.  18.  Let  him  tell  me^  if  according  to  his  Expo- 
Jit  ion  of  it ,  //^Fearing  of  Chrifl  may  not  be  expounded  by  Jews  and 
Pagans,  for  worjhipping  of  Devils.  Lett.  p.  6.  And  what  then  ?  Am 
I  a  Blafphemer  >  GOD  Forbid ! 

Now  Gentlemen  ,  hear  my  Defence. 

1.  Take  notice,  he  falfly  accufeth  me.  I  did  not  lay  the  Greek  Word 
fignifieth  wholly  a  Worshipping  or  Fearing  of  Damons.  The  Heathens 
did  take  it  in  a  good  fence,  with  refpe£l  to  their  own  Demons ,  which 
they  worfhipped ;  yet  in  this  very  Place,  Ails  17.  18.  they  took  it  in  a 
bad  fence ,  as  a  ftrange  Damon  as  when  we  fay  a  Falfe  God  ^  and  Paul 
lb  took  it ,  Verfe  22. 

2.  I  will  yet  tell  you  for  once,  feeing  you  ask  it,  Whether  Fearing  of 
Chrifl ,  may  not  be  expounded  by  Jews  and  Pagans,  Worfhipping  of 
Devils  ?  1  lay,  it  may  by  them  be  lo  expounded,  wickedly.  Nay  III 
tell  you  more  ^  that  they  call  Chrifl  here,  in  Ails  17.  18.  a  Damon 
and  fo  did  the  Jews  ,  Joh.  8. 48.  But  pray’  Friend  what’s  that  to  me, 
that  Jews  and  Pagans  blafphemoufly  call  Chrifl  a  Damon  or  the  Wor¬ 
shipping  of  Chrifl,  the  Worfhipping  of  Devils  ?  Did  I  ever  call  Chrifl 
a  Damon  ? 

3.  Do  you:  think  that  Jews  and  Pagans  did  rightly  call  Chrifl  a 
Damon  ?  Or  is  this  one  of  his  Names  ?  ( I  hope,  not  to  Bow  the  Knee 
to,  when  it’s  pronounc'd  •,)  for  then  indeed  your  Acculation  of  Blafphemy 
might  have  had  feme  Colour  V  and  fe  to  worfhip  a  Damon ,  might  be  to 
worfhip  Chrifl.  And  then  to  have  called  the  worfhipping  of  Chrifl  in 
a  good  fence,  as  a  trueObjebl  of  Worfhip,  A  Worfhipping  of  Devils , 
would  have  been  Blafphemy. 

4.  But  again  ,  if  you  think  that  Chrifl  was  properly  and  truly  called 
a  Damon ,  then  Paul  was  as  great  a  Blafphemer  after  his  Converfion  ,  as 
before:  For  he  called  the  Pagans  Worfhip,  a  Sacrificing  to  Damons, 
not  to  God  •,  and  he  would  not  have  the  Corinthians  have  Fellowfhip 
with  Damons.  1  Cor.  10.  10,  21. 

What  Paul!  Would  you  not  have  Men  to  woxftiip  Damons*  ?  Why 
Chrifl:  is  a  Damon ,  and  I  hope  we  may  worfhip  Chrifl. 

5.  Now  according  to  your  Logick,  you  might  very  juflly  charge  Dif- 
fenters  with  the  greatefl  Villanies  and  Blafpemies. 

What  Wretches !  offer  to  cafl  a  Damon  out  of  Dicky  ?  Why  Chrifl 
is  a  Damon ,  (  by  a  very  good  Token,  Jews  and  Pagans  call  him  fe,  ?  and 
ufed  the  word  properly-,  for  Mr.  T.  hath  told  you,  Chrifl  himfelf,is  fb 
called.  Ails  17.18.)  And  cafl  out  Chrifl  l 

So  Paul  comes  under  Correction,  by  fuch  a  Reafen.  What ,  have  no 
Fellowfhip  with  Damons  ?  Why  Chrifl  is  a  Damon $  and  muft  we  not 
have  Fellowfhip  with  him \  ( Is  this  the  Reafen,  why  feme  in  the  Pul¬ 

pits  cry  out  againft  Di  ([enters,  for  talking  of  Communion  with  Chrifl.) 

Nay 
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Nay  Chrift  himlelf  will  come  under  Corre£tion  of  Jews  and  Pagans^ 
and  Mr.  T.  for  he  ca  ll:  out  a  D&mon :  Did  he  caft  out  Himlelf  ?  Such 

Divinity  is  like  Chrift  Eating  Himlelf.  #  . 

And  now  Gentlefoen,  without  Favour  or  Affe&ion,  Give  in  your  Ver- 
di£t ,  Whether  am  I,  or  my  Accufer,  more  Guilty  of  Blafphemy  ? 

I  remember  a  Story  (for  a  diverfion)  of  a  young  Scholar  in  the  llniver- 
fity,  when  examined,  what  he  remembred  of  a  Sermon  Preached  by  the 
Head  of  the  Colledge  *  the  faid  Head  of  the  Colledge  asked  him,  what 
was  firft,  lecond,  or  third  Grace  that  he  had  mentioned  to  one ,  being 
asked,  VVhat  was  my  fecond  Grace  ?  the  Boy  anfwered^  Ignorance :  No, 
faid  he,  That's  thy  Grace ,  it's  none  of  wine .  So  I  fear  the  Blafphemy 

will  be  Yours,  not  Mine.  . 

Mr.  T.  I  would  not  willingly  lay  any  thing  to  your  charge  umuftly  •, 
and  therefore  I  read,  and  read  again,  and  thought  to  fee  if  1  could 
put  any  other  more  favourable  Conftrutlion  upon  your  W  ords  and 
I  am  apt  to  think,  (in  Charity  to  you  )  there  is  feme  Miftake ,  either 
in  Writer  or  Printer. 

But  the  Charge  being  of  fo  high  a  nature,  I  cannot  tell  how  it  can 
be  proved  in  what  you  have  faid ,  but  by  this  meaning ,  which  is  partly 
exprefled,  and  partly  neceflarily  implied  in  your  Words,  without 
forcing  of  them  into  Nonfence. 

And  if  I  miftake,  I  will  once  more  beg  your  Pardon,  (provided  you 
quit  me  of  fo  heinous  a  Crime)  altho’  you  very  unkindly  denied  me 
once  before,  when  I  defired  it.  For  I  perceive  your  Pardons  are  as  hard 
to  be  obtained  for  Love ,  as  Popifh  Indulgences ,  or  an  Ablolution  for 
fome  Folks  without  Money  unlels  it  be  to  Scotch  Converts. 

One  thing  more ,  under  this  Head. 

I  did  tell  you,  that  fome  Perfons  would  retort  upon  you  the  Charge  of 
Superflit  ion  *,  for  doing  things  in  theWorihip  of  God,  which  are  nei¬ 
ther  commanded  by  GOD  or  Men-,  and  are  not  neceflary  Circum- 
ftances  of  Decency  or  Order.  r 

And  it  was  Queried-,  Where  are  you  commanded ,  to  Bow  to  the  Eafl? 
or  before  the  Altar  to  make  Curt  fj.es  i  Where  commanded  to  fland  up  at 
Te  DEUM,  Benedict  us,  Magnificat  *  or  at  Reading  of  Pfalms  t  and. 
bouncing  and  racket i fig ,  Brief  one  Verfe ,  and  People  another  ?  is  this 
for  Edification  ?  ‘Lev.  p.  n. 

I  have  fought  for  an  Aniwer,  but  yet  find  none  *  for  which  in  Civility 
I  think  you  ,  for  eafing  me  of  fo  much  Pains ,  of  tranfcribing  your 
Anfwer,  and  Replying*,  which  I  could,  eafily  have  done,  by  the  very 
Authority  of  a  B.’s  Articles  of  Enquiry ,  into  thele  Crimes  before- 
mentioned,  and  fome  other  Probation-Ceremonies  of  the  lame  nature. 

Farther ,  doth  not  he  tranfgrefs  a  Rule  or  Canon,  that  goes  beyond 
what’s  commanded ,  as  he  that  comes  Ihort  >  Elfe,  what  a  Gap  would 

this 
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this  open  to  an  Inundation  of  Heathenifh  and  Popilh  Rites  , 
Worlhip  of  GOD,  and  all  the  Offices  therein  ? 

For  why  not  Salt,  Spittle,  and  Cream,  andChrifom  inBaptilm  ?  Why 
not  Croffing  upon  Croffing  in  all  Parts  of  Divine  W orfhip  ?  and  many 
other  ridiculous  Fopperies  uled  in  the  Church  of  Rome .  And  for  ought 
I  know,  if  the  Parfon,  Vicar,  or  Curate  have  a  mind  to  ufe  them,  he 
may  do  ir  as  lawfully,  as  Bow  at  the  Altar ,  Stand-up.  at  Te  Deum , 
and  Racket  the  Pialms  ^  which  are  no  way  for  Edification ,  nor  are  com¬ 
manded  by  the  Ch.  of  Engl . 

And  now  I  think  I  have  cleared  my  Self  from  being  a  F alfe  Accujer 
and  Blqfphemer ,  and  Di [([enters  from  Superflition. 

And  leave  you  to  vindicate  your  Self,  or  thole  that  ule  Uncommanded 
Rites  and  Ceremonies  ,  from  the  Crime  of  Superflition,  Rom.  II.  i. 

And  if  Silence  to  what  was  offered  in  the  Lev,  be  Confent ,  I  know 
on  what  Hand  Superflition  lyes,  by  your  Confent. 


CHAP.  III. 

Nor  of  Schifmatical  Divifions. 

NO  W  I  proceed  to  your  Charge  of  Divifions  •,  and  am  glad,  you 
have  once  Acknowledged  ,  That  I  Charge  you  not  Un- 

juftly.  . 

I  endeavoured  to  Clear  them  from  Sinful ,  Schifmatical  Divifions : 

And  what  lay  you  to  it  ?  - 

You  lay,  I  pretend  not  to  Vindicate  them ,  as  in  other  Cafes ,  from  the 

Quilt  of  it\  but  endeavour  to  Juflify  them  in  it*  Lett,  p,  7. 

To  this  I  fay :  .  r  r  tv  r 

1.  Its  true  thus  far.  That  I  vindicate  them  not  from  lome  Divihons  ^ 

but  juftify  them :  i.  e.  Going  to  another  Place ,  from  your  Church  of 
Wigan  to  Bi Hinge- Chapel  or  St.  Elms,]  for  I  think  I  need  not,  I  under- 
ftand  no  Crime  in  either  5  and  I  gave  you  my  Reafon. 

2.  I  iuftify  them  from  Divifions  in  Doftrine,  from  the  Eftabliihd 
Church  •,  for  they  Sublcribe  all  the  Articles  concerning  Doftrine,  and  do 
not  Preach  againft  them  when  they  have  done.  And  lb  they  divide  not 

from  you  in  DoUrine.  . 

Obj.  But  Corah,  Dathan  WAbiram,  &c,  did  Subfcnbe  all  the  Arti- 

ticles  of  the  Jewifh  faith,  P.  8.  And  what  then  ? 

Sol.  1,  I  have  very  often  heard  of  thefe  three  Men,  (  as  pertinently 
may  be,  as  that  of  Rebellion  being  Witchcraft ,  which  was  Saul  s  Sin ,) 
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and  I  think  them  as  bad  Men  as  you  can.  But  if  really  they  Subfcribed 
the  Articles  of  the  Jevoijh  Faith,,  then  in  That  they  were  neither  Hereticks 
nor  Schifmaticks. 

2.  D  iff  enters  fay ,  They  leparate  not  from  their  Lawful  Church - 
Governours  \  and  ’till  they  be  proved  fuch  Separates ,  they  are  not  to 
be  charged  with  finful  Divilions. 

Obj .  But  you  call  their  Conventicles  Schifmatical  ,  P.20.  Sur.  Imp. 
and  their  Divifions,  Unchriftian.  P.  69.  Ibid. 

SoL  You  may  call  their  Conventicles  what  you  pleafe^  but  its  one 
thing  to  fay,  and  another  to  prove :  For  I  remember  not  any  thing  Steely 
enough  to  force  fuch  a  Conclusion,  and  flinty  Words  will  not  do  it. 

Obj .  Again,  you  are  about  it,  and  about  it ;  and  fay,  Hark  my  friend^ 
are  not  your  Divifions  Unchriftian  ?  Do  not  your  Conventicles  make  a 
Divifion  l  and  fo  are  Schifmatical  *  for  thefe  are  both  one, 

Sol.  Here’s  Learning,  to  puzzle  Diifenters  *  but  I  dare  venture  it  with 
fbme  of  the  Lower  Clajfes  in  Mr.  F rank.  Academy  to  Anfwer ;  will  he 
not  prelently  fay,  Syllogizari  non  eft  ex  P articular  i. 

Then  I’ll  venture  to  tell  you,  that  All  Divifions  are  not  Unchriftian , 
nor  Schifmatical  •  for  if  lo,  then  they  that  in  this  Diocefe  divide  from 
Cfoyfcr-Cathedral,  and  go  to  worfhip  God  in  other  Churches  and  Cha¬ 
pels,  are  Unchriftian  and  Schifmatical.  But  I  fuppole  you  have  fbme 
other  Meaning; 

Cftx  But,  Its  Diifenters  Divifions  are  Schifmatical  and  Unchriftian. 

SoL  1.  In  Anlwer  to  this  I  had  given,  Lev.  p.  12.  A  Learned  Man, 
no  Diflenter,  had  call’d  Schifm  an  Ecclefiaftical  Scare-crow ,  and  you  call 
him  a  Socinian.  But  what’s  that  to  Diifenters  ?  He  was  certainly  a  Ch. 
of  E.  Man.  And  let  him  be  Socinian ,  Arminian ,  Calvin  if t^  La-pi  ft , 
Millenary^  in  Doftrine-,  if  he  hath  but  a  large  Swallow,  and  can  but 
Sublcribe  the  Articles  in  Dr.  Bramhall s,  and  fbme  others  new-invented 
Sence^  and  fay  he  doth  it  Ex  Animo ,  he  is  no  Schilmatick.  And  yet 
Heretick  and  Schifmatick  feem  with  St.  Paul  to  be  the  fame ,  1  Cor.  1  r. 
And  if  Diifenters  durft  but  fay  what  they  believe  not,  they  would  be  no 
Schilmaticks. 

2.  I  told  you,  Lev.  p.  12.  That  I  had  often  heard  and  read,  Prote- 
ftants  excufe  themfelves  from  the  Guilt  of  SCHISM ,  which  the 
Church  of  Rome  charges  them  with,  as  you  do  Diifenters.  Becaufe  that 
Church  required  ad  Terms  of  Communion ,  things  doubtful ,  unlawful , 
and  finful  *  and  make  the  Papifts  the  Schifmaticks,  who  are  the  culpable 
Caufe  of  Divilions  ^  and  produce  Rom.  16.  17. 

And  I  am  apt  to  think,  that  if  thole  that  have  the  Rule  in  the  Church 
would  impofe  no  other  Terms  oj  Communion ,  but  what  Chrift  the  chief. 
Ruler  hath  enjoy ned,  all  ferious  Chriftians  would  five  in  Unity ^  tho’npt 
in  every  thing  in  Uniformity.  And  what  Authority  anv  have,  to  impofe 
more  than  Chrift  hath,  I  am  yet  to  leek.  "  And 
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And  this  would  be  a  Means  to  take  away  allCaufes  of  Divifions, 
amongft  the  Pious,  and  Humble,  and  Charitable  CH  R 1  ST  I A  N  S. 

But  for  theProphane,  Irreligious,  and  Immoral ,  they  will  readily 
comply  with  that  Party  which  either  indulgeth  them  in  their  Lulls j  or 
are  moll  ealy  in  overlooking,  or  cenfuring  their  Crimes. 

And  if  any  others  be  unruly ,  in  breaking  that  Unity  and  Concord 
which  Chrift  hath  bounded,  let  the  Pallors  of  the  Churches,  according 
to  Chrift’s  appointment,  make  ufe  of  the  Spiritual  Sword  committed  to 
them  •,  and  then ,  Valent ,  quantum  valere  potejl. 

And  for  thole  Enormities  peculiarly  under  the  Jurifdi&ion  of  the 
Civil  Magillrate ,  let  them  ufe  their  Sword,  for  the  Punilhment  of 

Evil-doers.  .  .  ..  •  , 

3.  Dilfenters  think  the  Proteftants  Arguments  againll  the  Church  of 
Rome,  will  juftify  their  prefent  partial  Withdrawing  from  the  Ch.  of  E. 
And  of  this  their  GeneralArgument  you  take  no  notice, tho’you  had  laid, 
They  cannot  by  Arguments  juftify  their  Divilions.  Prej.  p.  i.Surey  Imp. 

The  Ch.  of  E.  have  it  in  their' Power  at  any  time,  to  remove  the  Schilm 
lo  much  complain’d  of  Take  but  away  all  that  Cbrift  bath  not  com¬ 
manded,  tit  Terms  of  Communion,  and  the  Schifm  eeafes.  And  it  shard, 
that  Men  Ihould  make  thofe  things  Sin,  which  God  hath  not.  ,

TH  E  next  Charge.  They  cannot  by  Arguments  juftify  their  Divi- 
fions  from  the  EJiabliJb'd  Church.  In  Anlwer  to  this,  two  things 

were  faid  in  the  Lev.  ,  ,  , 

r.  Many  Dilfenters  do  not  totally  divide  from  the  tftabluh  d  Church  •, 
they  frequent  their  Publick  Allemblies  ,  hear  the  Vv  orci,  join  in  ^th^ir 
Prayers,  and  fotne  in  the Lords  Supper,  ■  and.  in  all  things  that  Chnll 
hath  enjoy  ned  as  Terms  of  Communion*,  anti  leave  them  onf  in  iliOie 
things  they  think  to  be  unlawful,  that  are  01  meet  Humane  In  ft  i  tut .  or. 

2.  It  was  alfo  laid,  That  Dilfenters  are  not  Lo  ignorant ,  but  they 
have  fomethirig  to  lay  for  themfelves.  And  four  Arguments  were  pro 

duced.  And  what  do  you  lay  e  .  ,  , 

1.  You  acknowledge,  You  f barge  them  bom  with  Ignorance,  rag.  12. 
and,  T hat  you  are  frill  of  the  fame  Mind.  And  give  .your  Realons, 
why  you  charged  them  with  Ignorance;  became  they  could  not  under- 
Hand'  Arabick  Characters,  and  lome  Cyphers ,  and  iuflered  a  female- 
Friend  to  be  call’d  Ifhcol  *,  and  at  laft  you  crow,  What  faith  my  friend? 

Profound  Silence !  And  you  lay, true  in  that ;  for  I  never  unaertoookro 

'  TV  meddle 
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meddle  with  Matters  of  Faft.  And  it  was  only  undertaken  to  vindicate 
them  from  Ignorance  in  matter  of  Argument ,  to  prove  that  they  can 
juftify  themlelves  from  the  Charge  of  Divifions,  & c. 

But  for  Matters  of  Fa&,  I  am  ftill  of  the  fame  Mind,  and  I  will  not 
meddle,  tho’  you  call  me  Ignoramus  for  it-  but  fhall  leave  it  to  Mr.  C. 
and  you,  if  you  think  it  worth  the  while  to  wrangle  it  out-,  for  fuch 
Pedantry  is  no  way  edifying  to  me. 

2.  But  what  fay  you  to  their  "Arguments  ?  I  am  content  here  to 

attend  a  Tryal  of  Skill.  ,  .  ;  : 

'Obj.  i.  Their  firft  Argument  was  :•  They  cannot  thrnk  it  lawful 
for  any  body  to  command  things  in  the  Worfhip  of  God ,  of  the  fame 
nature^  ufe^  ftgnijicancy  and  end ,  with  God’s  own  Appointments  ^  when 
there  is  no  difference ,  but  God  Commands  the  one  ,  and  Men  the  other  \ 
and  make  them  neceffary  Terms  of  Communion .  And  they  inflance  in  the 
■  Crop  about  Bap t if  m ,  a  Humane  Sacrament .  Lev.  p,  12. 

SoL  To  this  you  fay :  1.  If  I  knew  not  the  Doff r me  of  the  Church  of 

•Eng.  I  dm  fill  an -Ignoramus*,  if  Ido  knowftk  a  damnable  Scandal .  I  fhall 
be  now  gored  fure,  with  the  one  Horn  yet  Ill  go  on,1  here’s  yet  no  Blood. 
Of  thfeaterwa'td. 


2.  They -calling  the  Crofs  a  Humane  Sacrament,  you  are  in  a  Huff,  and 
cry  .out  A  Humane  .Sacrament !-  Pry  thee  Friend  talk  Sence,  - 
RepL  I  reply,  pray  you  Friend  be  not  too  hafty  I  perceive  you  know 
not  who  you  fpeak  to.  But  Fit  not  take  ill-  your  Familiarity,  provided 
you  will  have  Patience  to  hear  my  Defence.  For  I  cannot  eafily  be  per- 
fwaded  I  talk  Nonfence  f  if  I  find  I  have  done  fo ,  I’ll  ask  Diffenters 
Pardon,  for  reprefenting  their  Arguments  in  Nonfence  and  it  fhall  be 
hard  but  you  and  I  will  part  Friends  about  this  Matter. 

Mr.  T.  Why  may  not  I,  betwixt  you  and  me,  call  the  Crols  a  Humane 
Sacrament?  •  .  ‘  ;r  :  ;  ;  :,.f  :;T,> '  ^  f'.f 

1.  You  are  Book-learned, and  therefore  know  the  general  Notion  of  a 
Sacrament  *,  you  know*  in  the  Greek  it  fignifies  a  Myftery^  and  amongft 
the  Latins  it  was  a  Military  Term ,  fomething  like  oxtxPrefy- Money. 
Now  fuppofe  I  fhould  fay,  there  are  Sacraments  Humane^  Divine ^  and 
Diabolical ,  I  hope  you  would  not  again  accufe  me  of  Blafphemy. 

Now  the  Heathens  Myfteries  and  Sacraments  were  Diabolical,  becaufe 
inftituted  by  the  Devil,  who  enjoined  them  by  his  Oracles. 

The  Romans  Sacraments  of  old  were  Humane,  whereby  they  engaged 
their  Soldiers  *  tho’  may  be  fometimes,  by  fome  of  their  Religious-Cere¬ 
monies,  as  an  Oath  for  Confirmation.  However,  they  were  but  of  Mens 


Inftitution. 

But  there  are  other  Sacraments  amongft  Chriftians ,  of  which  Two  are 
of  Divine  Inftitution.  But  pray  what  are  the  other  Five,  which  the  Pa - 
pijts  add  ?  Why  will  you  not  admit  them  to  be  Sacraments  ?  Is  not  one 

v  Reafbn, 
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Rea fon,becaufe^  they  are  but  of  Humane  Inftitution  ?  And  what  Contradi- 
ftion  in  Terms, if  they  be  called  Humane  Sacraments  ?  At  belt;  the  Croft 
is  Divine  in  its  End,Ufe  and  Significancy,  but  Humane  in  its  Inftitution. 

But  if  that  Term  will  not  yetpleafe,  I  told  you  we  would  yet  part 
Friends,  or  it  fhall.be  your  Fault  *,  for  I  love  not  to  contend  de  Lana  Ca¬ 
prine.  Therefore,  if  you  will,  call  it  a  Humane  Appointment  *  and  then, 
Is  zt  lawful  for  any  body  to  command  things  in  the  Worfhip  of  God,  of  the 
fame  nature  f  &c. 

Obj,  i.  Andnow  Diflenters  fay,  the  Croft  is  fuch  a  Humane  Appoint¬ 
ment  ^  and  how  do  you  anfwer  this  ? 

Sol.  J  might  have  found  the  Crofs  in  Baptifm  to  be  no  Humane  Sacra  ¬ 
ment,  if  I  would  have  confulted Can.  30. p.  14.  lay  you. 

Repl.  Sir,  I  am  not  fo  prejudiced  againft  the  C.  ofE.but  I  will  very 
willingly  hear  what  fhe  can  fay  for  her  felf  ^  yea  I  would  juftify  her  as 
far  as  I  am  able.  And  if  you  knew  me,  I  think  you  would  not  be  fo  harfh 
in  your  Cenfures  of  me.  Therefore  that  I  might  not  be  partial  or  unjuft, 
I  did  conliilt  her  Rubric/:,  and  Offices,  and  Canons,  particularly  Can,  30. 
and  this  you  will  find  anon. 

Obj.  2.  Their  fecond  Argument  was,  They  think  it  not  lawful  (feme 
of  them)  to  kneel  in  receiving  the  Bread  and  Wine  in  the  Lord’s  Supper. 

Sol.  To  this  you  fay,  My  Friend  is  bewildred. ,  &c.  and  you  ask  me  a 
very  important  Queftion,  Do  the  Rapifts  receive  Wine  in  that  Sacrament? 

Now  for  this  time,  rather  than  fall  out  with  you.  Ill  anfwer  you,  The 
Papifts  do  receive  Wine  in  that  Sacrament,  unlefs  the  Priefts  be  no  Pa- 
pifts  ?  Juft  fuch  a  Learned  Queftion  once  was  asked,  in  as  good  earneft 
as  yours.  Pray’ Sir,  will  you  tell  me  one  things  What’s  that?  Is  the 
Pope  a  Papift?  Am  I  now  bewildred? 

Having  told, you  of  Diffenters  Offence  at  Kneeling,  I  thought  good  to 
conceal  their  Argument  ^  not  that  they  are  contemptible,  but  that  I  durft 
not  Vouch  for  them  *,  and  fo  eafed  you  of  the  trouble  of  Anfwering  them  : 
Yet  defired  modefily^ your  help  to  anfwer  one  thing  I  had  heard  fome  of 
them  objeft,  which  I  could  not  anfwer  my  felf 

Obj.  The  thing  was  this.  Some  of  them  think  it  hard,  that  for 
doing,  or  offering  to  do  or  the  Apoflles  did  at  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord  s 
Supper,  they  Jhould  be  peremptorily  denied  that  Ordinance :  When  by  the 
fame  Reafon,  if  the  Apoflles .  were  on  Earth,  and  offered  to  do  as  they  did, 
even  in.  the  Rrefc nee  ,  and  with  the  Approbation  of  their  .majler,  they 
mull  be  denied  it. 


Nov/  really  Mr.  T.  you  are  very  unkind  here  ^  for  you  give  me  no  help 
to  anfwer  them  ^  but  twit  me  with  my  Ignorance,  when  I  had  confeffed 
it  in  this  Cafe*,  and  bad  told  vou,  I  was  not  able  to  anfwer  them.  Was 
this  ingenuous ?.  When  in  earneft,  I  would  have  thanked  vou,  ac¬ 
cording  to  prom i ft.  But  what  fay  you  to  this  Scruple  of  Diffenters  ?-

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Sol.  Y ou  cry,  A  fad  Story !  if  it  be  true  •,  and  is  this  all  ?  No, 
here's  more.  When- ever  you  can  prove  that  the  ApojUes  ufed  the  Pofture 
that,  the  Presbyterians  novo  do ,  I  will  engage  our  Church  Jb  all  indulge  you 
and  your  Brethren  in  the  capricious  Liberty  of  their  pretended  Con¬ 
fidences.  Really,  a  great  and  kind  Undertaking.  For  my  felf ,  you 
know,  I  need  not  the  Indulgence  •,  but  I  Ihould  be  glad  of  it,  for  honeit 
Dijfenters  fake.  Yet  I  much  queftion  the  Performance.  For,  if  you 
ihould  give  it  to  any  that  Kneel  not ,  the  Penalty  is  Sufpenfion ,  by 
Can.  27.  And  I  doubt  you  would  fcarce  run  fuch  a  Hazard,  for  the 
capricious  Scruplers. 

Rep!.  Yeti  fancy  the  Presbyterians  will  fay,  They  do  uje  the  fame 
Pofture ,  for  they  Sit :  Which  was  their  Table- Gefture. 

You  will  fay,  I  know  theApoftles  Pofture  was  Difcumbency  j  or  a 
kind  of  Leaning  and  Lolling  in  one  another's  Bofom.  But  again  they 
will  fay,  Whatever  the  Manner  was,  whether  crofs-leg’d,  or  with  their 
Feet  under  them,  or  Leaning  fideway  on  their  Elbow,  ft  ill  it  was  Sitting 
however. . 

Yet  ftill  my  Scruple  remains.  For  if  Cbrifls  Apojtles  were  nowon 
Earth ,  and  would  receive  it  in  the fame  Gejture  they  did  receive  it  from 
their  Majl  errand  not  Kneel fxy  muft  be  denied  it ,  by  the  C.  of  E.  on  pain 
of  Sufpenfion.  For  let  Men  be  never  fo  pious,  holy,  and  good,  they  muft 
Kneel,  or  elfe  be  left  in  the  fame  Predicament  with  the  moft  prophane 
Drunkards,  Swearers,  Lfc.  Yea  much  wotfe,  (whichlalmoft  tremble 
to  writer)  forthefe,  if  they  will  but  Kneel,  cannot  be  denied  •,  nor  are 
they,  that  ever  I  heard  of. 

Obj.  3.  Dijfenters  Third  Argument.  The  impofing  and  tying  of  Men 
to  a  particular  FormofWorfhip ,  (without  Authority  from  God)  from 
which  none  fall  vary ,  is  an  lnvafi on  of  GOD's  Prerogative  \  and  an 
Impeaching  of  his  Wifdom  •,  As  if  Men  knew  better  than  bin  felf >  what 
Form  or  manner  of  Service  were  fit  left  for  him.  And  what  fay  you  to  this  l 

Sol.  1.  You  tell  me  of  a  Parliament,  Cfc. 

Repl.  But  I  think  Dijfenters  here  meddle  not  with  Parliaments,  but 
with  the  Ch.  of  Engl,  in  their  Canons  and  Book  of  Common  Prayers,  and 
other  Rites  and  Ceremonies,  Cj  c. 

6V.2.Y0U  fay,  I  am  a  pleafant  Spark  indeed  *,  and  then  ask  me  another 
grave  Queftion.  Tell  me,  is  Reading  GOD 's  Word ,  Repeating  bis  own 
Commandments  ,  Profejfing  our  Chrijti an  Faith ,  Addrejfing  our  felves 
to  him  in  his  beloved  Son  s  oven  Name ,  making  Laws  for  him  to  obey  ? 

Repl.  I  anfwer,  this  is  not  making  Laws  for  him  no  obey.  But  why 
did  you  ask  this  Queftion  ?  I  could  alfo  ask  you  Queftions }  but  why 
ihould  we  trouble  our  felves  and  others,  with  asking  and  anfwering  im¬ 
pertinent  Queftions  ?  This  looks  like  a  Blind ,  to  efcape  the  Force  of 
Diflenters  Arguments  unobferved.  For  they  will  fay,

from  the  Charge  of  Popery, 


yc. 


1.  That  its  Terms  of  Communion  which  God  hath  not  commanded 
in  his  Word  ,  and  it's  the  Ch.  o£Engt\%  Form  of  Worfhip,  which  they 
mean  ,  which  is  impofed  •,  which  God  muft  have,  or  none  j  and  which 
all  muft  ufe,  or  be  punifhed.  This  is  making  Laws,  for  God  to  obey. 

2.  For  Reading  of  God’s  Word^  and  Praying  in  his  own  Son’s  Name, 
they  do  conftantly  fo  Worfhip  God,becaufe  God  himfelf  hath  enjoined  it. 
But  what’s  this  to  their  Argument  ?  I  think  I  may  promife,  in  behalf 
of  Diffenters ,  If  the  C.  of  E.  will  impofe  no  more  on  them,  than  thefe 
neceffary  things ,  they  will  chearfully  obey,  and  thankfully  comply.

Ups  and  Downs,  fo  many  Cringes  and  different  Poftures,  in  one  and  the 
fame  Service  h  Standing  up  at  the  fame  Scripture  read  at  one  time,not  at 
another  •  Saying  Aloud  at  one  time ,  not  at  another  :  .  Then  Diffenters 
think  this  an  Impofing  upon  God ,  making  Laws  for  him  to  obey  ^  and 
that  with  a  Penalty  •,  for  he  muft  have  this,  or  none. 

And  ’till  you  have  fairly  anfwer’d  this,  I  fhall  not  think  Diffenters  fo 
Ignorant  as  you  reprefent  them ,  cc  As  not  to  be  able  by  Arguments  to 
u  to  Juftify,  what  you  call ,  their  Superftitions,  and  Divifions  from  the 

cc  Eftablifhed  Church.  Sur.  Imp.  Fref  p.  1. 

I  muft  again  be  tormented  with  anfwering  a  wife  Queftion ,  or  elfe 
I  fhall  difoblige  you,  and  forfeit  the  kind  Appellation  you  give  me,  of 
Good  Man.  Friend ,  what’s  this  Cramp-Queftion  ? 

§>u.  cc  Pray’  tell  me,  (this  is  viannerly )  what  you  call  them, that  make 
“  God  to  be  content  with  whatever  comes  next  their  Tongues  end  ?

Anfw,  1.  I  anfwer,  If  Men  Swear  and  Lie, or  Engage  themfelves  in  the 

Name  of  God  to  do  any  unlawful  thing,  or  rafhly  take  an  Oath,  without 
any  regard  to  the  Matter,  whether  right  or  wrong  *,  or  whether  they 
know  what  it  is,  or  not:  Yet  rather  than  lofe  their  Preferment,  will 
fay  what  comes  next  Tongues-end.  Ill  give  you  leave  to  name  them 
and  it  fhall  be  a  very  hard  one,  if  I  confent  not..

Anfw..  1.  If  you  mean  by  Sober,  a  Grave  and  Serious  Form  of 
Prayer,  if  any  Perfon  do>  Compofe  a  Form  in  apt  and  pertinent,  intelli¬ 
gible  Words,  fit  to  exprefs  the  Lawful  Defires  of  the  Heart,  and  to  raifo 
their  Affe&ions  of  Hope  and  Confidence  in  God,  I  would  highly  com¬ 
mend  them.  But  if  they  fhould  be  fo  in  love  with  their  own  Prayer, 
as  to  tye  all  others  to  their  very  Words,  and  none  other ;  elpecially  if 
they  mix  with  their  Form  uncommanded  Rites  and  Ceremonies,  under  a 
pretence  of  Decency  •,  I  would  fay  they  are  proud  and  conceited,  and 
affume  an  Authority  that  doth  not  belong  to  them. 

I  did  never  hear  any  fuch  Pray er9,  as  you  fpeak  of ;  nor  any 
affirm,  that  what  comes  next  Tongue  s-end,  or  that  foam  out  their  Shame 
and  call  them,  the  Groans  of  the  Spirit.  But  I  doubt  too  many  fay  and 
read  their  Prayers,  only  at  their  Tongues-end  *  that  have  no  more  to 
think  of,  but  how  to  Turn-over  their  Book-leaves,  and  Read  right. 

Anfw.  3.  If  any  Minifter  in  Publick  conceive  a  Prayer,  and  fpeak  it 
in  apt  Words,  (elpecially  in  Scripture-Words)  with  Humility  and  Re¬ 
verence  •,  and  the  Matter  be  Lawful,  and  in  the  Name  of  Chrift  offered 
up  to  the  Throne  of  Grace,  I  would  very  heartily  fay  Amen  to  it ;  and 
believe  God  will  gracioufly  accept  it  from  an  honeft  Heart. 

And ’tis  ftrange,  that  Minifters  fhould  be  difcouraged  from  Improving 
their  Gifts,  either  in  Compofing  or  Conceiving  fuch  Prayers,  as  (I  think) 
have  been  found  by  Experience,  fo  much  tending  to  Edification  and  Con- 
folation  ^  and  (I  fuppofe)  fo  efteemed  formerly,  by  the  moft  foriousMen 
of  the  C.  of  E.  who, ’till  of  late,  conftantly  ufod  them  in  the  Pulpit. 

And  fome  B  s  put  it  into  their  Articles  of  Enquiry ,at  their  Vifitations: 
Do  you  know  of  any  Parfon ,  Vicar ,  or  Curate ,  that  never  Pray  before  their 
Sermons  ?  The  refraining  of  which,  or  difcouraging  at  leaf,  is  thought 
by  fome  one  Occafion  of  fo  many  raw  Divines,  weak  and  ignorant,  while 
they  need  no  other  Qualification  to  perform  their  Office,  than  to  be  able 

’  ^^t  chief  Work.  And  for  Preaching., the  Reading 

ol  Homilies  and  other  Mens  Sermons  ^recommended  by  a  R.R.B.  to  Young 
Ones, with  a  Grace,  or  with  the  Spirit  of  Confidence ,  (as  a  Dignitary  ufod 
to  Pray,  in  a  compofod  Form)  is  fufficient.  Tho’  this  is  by  others  thought  a 
Difoouragement  to  Indufry, and  an  Occafion  of' Sloth,  Idlenefs ,  and  worfo, 

Obj..  4  The  Fourth  Arguments?  Tfifienters  vvas  this;,  Lev.p.j?.  Some 
oj  them  think  it  no  lefs  than  Sacnledge ,  to  transfer  the  Ends  of  God's  Sa¬ 
craments  to  their  own  Appointments :  For  they  think  we  are  Baptized  in 
token,  hereafter  we  Jhall  not  be  afhamed ,  &c.  And  that  Baptifm  is  ?the 
Honourable  Badge ,  whereby  the  Infant  is  Dedicated  to  the  Service  of  Him 
that  Died  ok  tbeCrofs  and  fhould  not  be  attributed  to  the  Sign  of  the 
Lrojs.  What  fay  you  to  this  Argument  of  Dijfenters  ?  :

Anfw,  3.  You  lay,  The  Canon  refers  not  to  the  Sign  of  the  Crofs ,  more 
than  Baptifm. 

RepL  3.  But.  the  Canon  fpeaks  only  of  the  Sign  of  the.  Crofs,  when  it 
lavs.  It's  a  Lawful  outward  Ceremony,  and  Honourable  Badge, 

DiJJenters  have  objected,  Thele  Ends  of  Baptifm  Ihould.  not  be  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  Sign  of  the  Crols.

To  this  you  confefs  the  Charge  *,  but  lay,  So  confcious  is  be ,  that 
he  cannot  acquit  them  of  it ,  that  in  his  Book  he  drops  it.  P.  1 5. 
Now  I’ll  tell  vou^  why  1  dropt  it.

And  the  next  Charge  of  Injufiice  alfo,  in  Reflefting  upon  the  whole  Party 
of  DijfenterS)  for  the Milcarriages of  afew.  ^ 

In  Pag.  1 5.  of  your  Lett,  you  lay.  There  is  one  thing  remains ,  and  that 
mofl  plaufihle  in  all  my  friend's  Book ,  that  I  have  charged '  on  the  whole 
Party ,  the  Mijcarri ages  of  afew.  And  farther  you  lay,  J  ho  my  friend

. Slx  y°u  e?ll  Ajjiflers.  How  are  they  affifting  >  Not  to  carry  on  an  In¬ 
trigue  or  a  Cheat,  you  are  not  fo  hardy  as  to  affirm  it.  But  they  tailed  and 
P ray  </,  or  Preach  </,  and  what  hurt  in  this  >  1  J 

Seven  you  call  At tc flora.  But  what  do  they  atteft  ?  Not  the  Truth  of 
the  Impofture,  but  they  believe  the  Truth  of  the  Affidavits ,  and  that  As 
ltrange  Fits  were  by  a  Diabolical  Power.  And  where  is  their  Fault  >  Be¬ 
lieving  Men,  upon  their  Oaths  and  Declarations, who  were  Eye  WinefTes 
and  whom  they  had  no  reafon  to  fulpeft  of  Fallhood  •  attefting  nothing 
but  what  many  others  law,  and  which  your  felf  deny  not  to  be  true. 

Again,  there  might  be  50  Hearers,  and  for  ought  l  know,  500  Hearers 
and.  Seers  at  one  time  or  other :  Muft  thele  be  all  D/Jfenters ,  and  Ac- 
ee /Janes .  Some  it  may  be,  will  lay,  Ifs  lo  much  liker  to  be  no  Cheat, 
when  all  was  done  above-board  and  many,  not  only  Seers  and  Hearers 
but  of  the  Witneffes,  C.  of  E.  Men.

The  Diffenters finding  the  Fret  enee  were 
Centered,  ouf  of  that  Spirit  of  Contradi'ction  to  the  Ch.  of  E.  which  they 
moftly  ail  by ,  (this  is  very  charitable)  may  befuppofed  net  only  to  make  uje 
of  the  Word  but  the  Impojhtre  , alfo ,  which  is  there  condemned.  Here  1 
c.onfefs  I  am  bewildred ,  and  by  a  croud  of  Words  brought  into  luch  a 
Cloud,  that  I  know  not  where  to  find  you,  or  what  you  intend.  Let  the 
Canon  72  be  confulted,and  I  find  not, either,  1  .That they  made  a  Canon  to 
•  condemn  ObfeJJien ,  Word  or  Thing,  no  more  than  Boffetlron nor  do  they 
fay  it’s  a  Popilh  Word.  2.  Nor  do  they  condemn  Falling  and  Prayer, 
upon  fuch  Occafion  -,  hut  with  the  B.’s  Licence,  they  may  Fait  and  Fray ; 
as  lome  did  in  Norwich ,  (if  I  remember- the  Place)  with  a  Boy  that  was 
foppofed  to  be  Obfeffed  or  Poffelfed ;  (  Here  was  Prayer,  upon  a  buppo- 
'fition :  For  how  could  they  be  lure !)  with  the  Licence  or  the  then  t>. 
of  Chefer..  And  now  take  heed  of  Belying  your  Mother.  AndTwiih 
(not  for  any  Virtue  in  a  B.’s  Licence)  fcr  Caution., ■.PlteePic!'s -0? 
quainted  the  B.  or  lome  others  of  the  Ch.  of  Engl,  and  adviled  with  more 

Learned  Phyficians,  about  this  Cale.  ;  _  , ,  ,  . 

Pag.  10.  You  charge  me  unjuftly,  Mr.  T.  in  faying,  I  would  make  the 
World  believe,  that  you  were  intimate  to  W.  C.  ’s  Intrigue.  And  tho 
you, never  fawtheMan,  you  might  hear  of  his.  Hypocritical  Carriage  at 
’Kirkhatn,  where  I  fuppofe  you  have  feme  Relations.  And  the  things  were 
not;  done  in  Secret,  but  generally  known,  and  fpoken  of.  Ana  1  had 
heard  you  were  informed  of  his  Tricks,  about  that  Bufinels  ■,  and  withal, 
that  you  laid  you  would  inform  the  B.  which  was  honeft.  And  it 
never  entred  into  my  Thought*  that  you  were  acceffary  to  the  Intrigue. 
I  Fee  your  Eyes  are  not  yet  Cured,  Prejudice  is  powerful. 

Again,  I  had  faid,  P.  18.  Lev.  The  B.  ofC.  would  never  have  conni¬ 
ved  at  W.  C.  if  he  had  known fuch  things  of  him,  &c.  much  Ms.  collated 
him.  Here  you  catch  me  *  for  it  feems  he  was  not  Collated.  Now  III 

eafily  confels  my  Ignorance  and  Miftake :  For  he  being  in  the  Place  near 
two  Years,  I  thought  it  rational  to  believe  he  was  Collated,  however 
the  other  word  Connived  you  acknowledge.  And  if  ICC.  gave  any  good 
SatisfaQion,  or  did  any  Penance  proportionable  to  his  Offences  commit¬ 
ted, To  little  a  while  before  he  went  thither,  I  am  glad  of  it.  And  being 
gone,  you  Ihall  hear  no  more  of  him  from  me,  farther  than  in  my  own 
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neceflary  Vindication. But  there  are  fome  Palfages  in  your  Lett.  p.  12.  you 
charge  on  me,  as  an  .Untruth  \  viz .  That  I  would  in  (innate  a  Licence  to 
another  Cure,  viz.  JY. Chappel •  Mr.Tar/wy  this  is  your  Untruth.  I  (aid 
he  was  Introduced,  you  lay  this  is  notoridufy  falfe.  Pray’  Sir,  what  is 
failed  Did  he  not  Preach  at  K.  Chappel ?  and  fome  tell  me,  fbmetimes 
at  'manchefter  Church.  But  fay  you.  Ibid.  AH. that  wax  done ,  wax  at  the 
Importunity  of  the  Presbyterian.  Pt//'/}'.  You  here  take  a  Travellers  Li¬ 
berty.  For  the  Presbyterians  at  ICewfon  .kept  ifo  their  difthift Meetings 
all  the  time, .and  lo  did  the  P reshyterians  in  Mott  Pariih,  and;,  do  .ft ill  to 
thiS'day.  And  is  this  like  the  Fresh.  Pa  rtfim  port  lining’  for  him1  or  Grey? 

And  then  follows  a  doleful  Story  of  a  Vicar,  Lf  c.  ,and  I  can  tell  yoirof 
another  Story,  cc  Of  one  that  in  a  Vicar’s  Church  (ate  Weepings  while 
u  the  Communion-Office  was  in  hand  -,  to  fee  the  Symbols  of  Chrift’s 
cc  Body  broken,, and  his  Blood  (hed  ^  tho’  he  muft  not  eat  of  that  Bread, 
cc  and  drink  of  that  Cup  ,  becaufe  he  durft  not  Kneel;  And  what  good 
Man  had  not  caufe  to.,  be  grieved ,  when  he  durft  not  adminifter  to  fucli 
a  Pious  Man,,  as  I.  believe. he  efteepaed  this  to  be. for  fear.of  Sufpenlion? 

Now  I  return  to  your  P.  18,. and  I  am  acOufod  of  bringing  in  an  Argu¬ 
ment,  which  you  (ay  is  Mine,  not  Yours.  To  this,  I  would  not  willingly 
mifreprefont  what  you  have  written,  nor  would  I  miftake  your  meaning  j 
but  I  ll  tell  you  what  led  me  10  to  underhand  you  ,  and  if  I  be  miftaken, 
Ill  not  perflft  in  it.

Now 
if  this  be  not  your  Argument  to  prove  your  AflertToti3I  find  none,  viz  “To 
cc  prove,  That  Dick  found  no  Benefit  by  their  Prayers.  Which  was  to  be 
Proved.

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To  this  you  have  a  wittjd^fte£lion,P.  19. which  I  li  leave  to  thole  that 
aredifpofed  to  make  merry  with  your  Rhetorick  :  But  muft  tell  you, 
Di Renters  are  not  againft  Falling,  to  keep  under  the  Body  •,  nor  as  a  Help 
in  Religious  Worlhip.  And  methinks  this  might  have  palled, when  many' 
C.  of  E.  will  not  allow  Preaching  to  be  Religious  Worlhip. 

Your  next  W itticilm  is  •,  cc  If  it  was  conceived  in  a  Barn,  i;/^.Prayers> 
cc  it  was  the  fitted:  Place  for  them  to  be  begotten  in.. 

Good  Sir,  is  the  Worlhip  of  God  any  worfe,  becaufe  in  a  Barn  ?  Did 
not  David  worlhip  God  acceptably  on  a  Barn -Floor?  2  Sam.  24.  18,  15?. 
Was  not  a  Stable  the  firft  place  where  Chrift,  after  his  Incarnation,  was 
worfhipped. 

Again,  I  am  here  blamed,  for  not  having  Wit  to  Hop  at  a  Proverb,  but 
marr'd  it  with  an  Explanation.  And  indeed  here  you  are  in  the  right  ^ 
for  if  the  Explanation  had  been  mine,  it  had  been  marr’d. 

But  I  believe  E.Johnfion  your  Publither,can  allure  you,  (and  I  wonder 
he  did  not)  that  prefently  after  he  had  received  the  Lev.  he  had  a  Note  of 
' Errata  s ,  one  of  which  was  this  ^  P.  2  6.  1.  1 9.  After  Sands ,  add  an  abfurd 
Inference ,  vid.  Rays  Proy.  p.125.  Ibid,  dele  the  four  next  Lines,  which 
were  not  in  the  M.  S.  And  who  put  them  there,  I  cannot  tell. 

Yet  P.2 1. 1  have  a  Flirt  for  lomething  in  my  Lett. P. 27. That  I  am  blind' 
as  Tobit.  I  perceive  lomething  plealeth  not  •,  but  you  have  the  Prudence  to 
pals  it  over,  and  are  in  hafte,as  well  as  another  of  your  Friends.  And  for 
Dr.  Chews  Certificate  I  need  not  tarry,  for  Dick  never  had  Fit  after  the 
firft  Dole. 

But  you  lay,  P.22. 1  have  a  fling  at  the  Large nefs  of  Diocefcs ,  in  Lev. 
P.  18.  To  this  you  lay,  But  he  would  do  well  to  conflder ,  ivhether  he  doth 
not  by  this  fpit  in  the  Pace  of  Chrift,  (God  forbid)  and  his  Apo files • 
whofe  Oecumenical  Provinces  were  fome thing  larger  than  the  largefl  of 
our  Diocefcs.

But  if  you  are.  in  earneft,  to  juftify  your  large  Dioceles,  by  the  Exam¬ 
ples  of  Chrift  and  his  Apoftles,  then  you  have  fpun  a  fine  Thread  for 
your  felf  and  many  of  your  worthy  Brethren.  For  if  B’s  muft  have  as 
large  Diocefes  as  Chrift  and  his  Apoftles,  as  a  H.  8.  would  make  merry 
with  a  great  Revenue  of  B"s  Lands,  and  have  lomething  to  lay ;  One  B.in 
England  is  enough,and  more  than  needs,when  Thirteen  will  lerye  all  the 
World.  And  then  you  and  many  of  y  our  worthy  Brethren  are  like  never 
.  .'  >  to  wear  Lawn  Sleeves. 

Yet  I  am  not  lb  wedded  to  my  own  Opinion,  but  if  you  ca  n  find  One  to 
fucceed  Chrift  in  his  Oecumenical  Province ,  of  the  lame  Naturesf}iftsy 
Wifdom^  Abilities  and  Authority^  for  the  Performance  of  the  Funflion,  I 
mil  not  fpit  in  his  Face, but  fubmiu  And 
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if  you  can  find  1 2  Men  with  the  fame  Commiflion ,  endowed  with

1  had  a  Scruple  about  a  Prayer  in  the  Litany., 
ufed  generally  in  K.  J.  s  time,  who  was  a  Papiji ,  viz.  That  it  may  plead 
thee  to  keep  and  ftrengthen  in  the  true  worjhipping  of  thee ,  in  right eouf- 
nejs  and  holt  nejs  of  life  thy  Servant ,eur  mofi  gracious  K.  and  Govern  our. 
And  the  Keafon  of  my  Scruple  was,  becaufe  Popijh  Worfnip  is  Idolatrous 
and  it  lcemed  hard  for  Protejiants,  to  Pray  that  he  might  be  kept  and
